Y.—WV- Joe Louis defended his world 
heavyweight 
championship 
Friday 


night by outpointing Arturo Godoy of 
Chile, in a hard fight in 15 rounds 
before a crowd of about 16,000 fails, 
Loui.'; weighed 203, Godoy 202. 


"A chorus of bobes greeted the de- 


cision, but it was a just one for Louis 
•landed most of the punishing blows 
although he was baffled at times and 
wa.s hurt by Godoy's crowding, crouch- 
ing style and hard lefts to the head 
and body. 


The champion, who thus defended 


his crown for the ninth time, failed 
to score a knockdown against the 10- 
to-1 shot, who in pre-fighl opinion 
had been figured to last less than 10 
rounds. Louis came on in the last 
five rounds, after being held even over 
the first' 10, to take the decision.

ture of the U, S. weather reporting 
service into a cocked hat. The Coast 
Guard is filling in the breach by send- 
ing n pair of reporting ships into the 
south central Atlantic. 


Over a period of years the wea- 


ther bureau has received from .ships 
at sea, both American and foreign, 
a report of ocean weather, It' has 
como in from every spot on the ocean 
where a ship with a good radio hap- 
pened to be. 


Four times a day at 1:30 and 7:30 


o'clock, Eastern Standard Time, morn- 
ing and night, the ships would report 
to U. S. receiving stations. Quickly 
a world weather map would be drawn. 
Then at 3 and 9 o'clock, morning 
and night—just an hour and a half 
after each report—a weathc message 
would be broadcast worldwide over 
the naval radio station at Arlington, 
just across the river from Washington. 


It was a splendid service, and the 


maritime commerce of the world bene- 
fited by it. 


Then came the war. American ships 


continued to'send in weather reports 
four times a day but no ship belong- 
ing "to a belligerent nation and few 
belonging to neutral nations would re.- 
port. For a sh'fp to broadcast .its lo- 
cation and the kind of weather there- 
abouts would have made it de.ad meat
